To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present 

the  Annual  Report  for  1951  together  -with  certain  relevant 
statistics  thereto,  for  your  information  and  consideration. 

STATISTICS. 


The  population  of  the  district, 
according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  1951  census,  was  17,900, 
a  slight  decrease  an  proceeding  estimates. 

There  wore  23  loss  births  than 

in  the  previous  year,  a  total  of  256  as  against  279  in  1950, 

Of  the  256  births  7  were  stillborn  as  against  8  the  previous  year. 
When  related  to  the  decreased  population  wo  find  that  the  Live 
Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of  population  has  fallen  from  15  in  1950 
to  13.9  this  year  -  a  rate  which  compares  unfavourably  with 
that  of  15.5  for  the  Country  as  a  whole,  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate 
has  fallen  from  29  in  1950  to  27  this  year,  a  considerable 
decrease  on  the  1949  figure,  when  it  was  47.  On  the  other  hand 
12  infants  failed  to  survive  to  their  first  birthday  giving  an 
Infantile  Death  Rate  of  48,  as  for  last  year. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  no  mother  lost  her  life  in  childbirth  during  the  year, 

263  persons  passed  on  during  this 
yoar  from  various  causes,  chief  among  which  were  vascular  lesions 
of  the  nervous  systom,  heart  diseases  and  cancer.  The  number  is 
an  increase  on  previous  years,  the  Crude  Death  Rate  being  14.7 
for  tho  year  as  against  on  average  of  12.1  for  the  previous 
five  years. 

HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council, 
as  the  Local  Health  Authority,  has  continued  to  provide  the 
Health  Services  in  the  district  through  its  Divisional  Health 
Administration  Scheme, 1947.  Essential  details  will  bo  found  at 
the  beginning  of  the  body  of  the  Report, 
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SMI  TART  CIRCUMSTANCES, 


As  previously  the  sanitary  circumstances 
in  tho  district  have  "been  kept  under  close  review  throughout  the 
year.  Special  attention  has  "been  given  to  water  supplies, 
housing,  other  premises, sanitary  provision  and  refuse  disposal. 


FOOD. 


Similarly  regular  and  frequent 
inspections  of  foodstuffs  and  food  premises  have  boon  carried 
out,  inspections  which  havo  covered  a  wide  variety  of  foods  and 
tho  different  types  of  premises  whore  they  are  prepared  and 
sold. 


HOUSING. 


The  position  has  remained 

difficult, much  of  tho  public  he&kth  staff's  time  has  been  token 
up  in  connection  with  defects.  Some  demolition  of  old  and 
insanitary  property  has  been  possible,  however,  and  will  bo 
extended  as  and  when  circumstances  permit. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  has  boon  no  serious  outbreak 
of  infectious  or  contagious  disease.  The  incidence  of  both  measlos 
and  scarlet  fever  has  been  low  throughout  the  year.

Public  Cleansing, 

A  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  maintained 
throughout  the  district  by  means  of  three  side  loading  10  c.yd, 
vehicles,  and  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping.  The  amount  of  refuse  collected  and  so  disposed  of 
during  the  year  was  approximately  6000  tons. 

The  Council1 s  tip,  situated  in  Coldalhurst  Lane, 
^stley,  was  practically  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and 
preparations  were  made  to  open  up  the  new  tipping  site  at 
Mount  Pleasant,  Shakerley. 

Scavenging,  gully  emptying  and  snow  removal  are 
undertaken  by  the  Surveyor1 s  Department, 


During  the  year  169  dustbins  were  supplied  by 
the  departmoit  at  the  request  of  property  owners . 

During  the  year  the  demand  for  waste  paper 
steadily  increased  end  prices  rose  from  £  6,10.  0.  per  ton 
in  January  to  £  16,  0.  0.  in  December.  The  incentive  bonus 
payable  to  the  employees  of  the  Health  Department  for  a  trial 
period  of  six  months  was  extended  for  a  further  six  months . 

The  high  prices  however  had  the  effect  of  stimulating  private 
collectors,  and  local  authority  collections  suffered  as  a  result.

Household  effects  and  furniture  are  examined 
before  removal  to  Council  houses  ond  treated  where  necessary, 
advice  and  instruction  are  given  to  tenants  in  appropriate 
cases  of  the  habits  of  vermin  and  the  necessary  measures 
to  prevent  re-inf e station. 

RATS  AND  MICE. 


Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part-time  in  this 
work  and. the  Ministry* s  recommended  methods  are  employed. 

All  premises  concerning  which  complaints  are  made  are  visited 
either  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  or  the  Rodent  Operator, 
and  treatment  carried  out  where  necessary,  A  charge  is  made 
for  business  premises,  but  a  free  service  is  provided  for 
private  dwelling  houses. 

The  various,  properties  and  premises  in  the 
Councils  occupation  are  regularly  inspected  and  treated 
where  necessaiy,  and  sewers  are  treated  twice  yearly. 

448  visits  have  been  made  to  private  dwellings, 
business  premises  and  local  authorities  property  in  connection 
with  rodent  infestation. 

In  addition  two  sewer  treatments  have  been 
undertaken  involving  the  inspection  and  baiting  of  manholes 
cn  three  consecutive  days, 

SCHOOLS. 


All  the  schools  are  provided  with  an  adequate 
and  sufficient  supply  of  water.  Closet  accommodation  consists 
in  the  case  of  one  school  of  a  privy  midden  and  in  two  others 
of  trough  water  closets.  Several  of  the  schools  are  not  yet 
provided  with  adequately  paved  playgrounds. 

Meals  for  school  children  are  prepared  ond  cocked 
at  central  premises  and  conveyed  in  insulated  containers  to 
the  various  schools  by  motor  vans. 
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HOUSING. 


The  majority  of  houses  in  the  area  are  of  the 
4  roomed  terrace  cottage  type,  lacking  in  the  main,  hot  water 
supply  and  hatha*  Repairs  continue  to  he  diffioult  to  obtain 
due  to  the  high  costs  of  materials  and  labour,  end  controlled 
rents • 


There  have  been  no  houses  erected  by  the  local 
authority  during  the  year,  but  5  traditional  permanent  houses 
by  other  bodies  or  persons. 

A  scheme  for  the  erection  of  46  permanent  houses 
was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year,  comprising  30  two  bedroomed 
houses  and  16  three  bedroomed  houses  on  the  Shakerley  Estate, 
and  in  addition  the  erection  of  four  bungalows  for  aged  persons 
in  Prospect  Street. 

1200  houses  are  owned  by  the  Council, 352  of  which 
have  been  built  in  the  post  war  period. 

There  were  446  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  of  which  approximately  50%  are  from  sub-tenants. 

Demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  two 
houses  and  four  houses  were  demolished  voluntarily  by  owners. 

Ten  houses  in  Alfred  Street,  Tyldesley,  were 
declared  to  be  a  Clearance  Area  and  the  making  of  the  Clearance 
Order  was  postponed  until  alternative  accommodation  was  made 
available.
